BON VOYAGE TO MR. CHILDS. 


We have the gratification to-day of placing upon 
record, not alone as part of local history, but in 
justice to Georce W. Cuitps, Esq., proprietor of the 
Public Ledger, particulars of a new act of public 
generosity on his part, at once thoughtful, liberal, 
and eminently benevolent. Mr. Childs, on the eve 
of his departure for Europe, from which he hopes to 
return early in January, purchased a large and 
handsome lot in the Woodlands Cemetery, which he 
has presented to the Philadelphia Typographical 
Society. The presentation was formally made and 
gratefully accepted on Saturday. It is only due to 
Mr. Childs to say that this is but in keeping with 
his entire course of action ever since he became a 
public man. He has made a large fortune by his 
enterprise, perseverance, and probity, and dispenses 
it nobly. In particular, he has shown himself 
generous to the craft whose skill and intelligence 
have placed the journalism of this country upon 
the high elevation it now occupies. To those who 
are engaged in the typographical department of the 
daily press of Philadelphia, Mr. Childs, himself pro- 
prietor and publisher of a journal which “ has be- 
come a public necessity” (to use the expressive 
language of Mr. Henry C. Carey), seems to have 
intuitively known what manner of favors would be 
most beneficial and acceptable. 

The presentation of the title-deeds to the printers’ 
society was most appropriately made by ex-Chief 
Justice Lewis, who had himself formerly belonged 
to the craft, and is proud of such an antecedent. 
His address, eloquent and truthful, was gratefully 
and gracefully acknowledged by Mr. Durborow, 
president of the society. 

Nearly four years ago, by purchase of the Public 
Ledger establishment, Mr. Childs realized the hon- 
orable ambition of his life. At the early age of 
thirty-five he thus became head of a very popular 
and influential organ, which has been greatly im- 
proved in his hands. His health having become 
affected by his untiring activity of mind and his 
uncegsing devotion to business, he has been com- 
pelled to suspend his labors for a time. 
months’ holiday will be brief, but it is the hope 
and belief of his friends that the result will be 
beneficial. At the same time he will be able to 
gratify the natural desire of an inquiring and in- 
telligent mind: see the distant countries from 
which the citizens of this vast empire derived their 
ancestry. He will be able to compare these coun-

As this was 
a strictly private entertainment, we resist the 
temptation of giving a more detailed account of it. 
There was, our readers may take our word for it, a 
great deal of wit, eloquence, and kind feeling. We 
shall remember that evening, after the manner of 
the ancients, by marking it with a white stone. 
We may add that a suggestion on the propriety of 
giving asocial reception to Mr. Childs, on his return 
from Europe, was warmly entered into by the com- 
pany, and have no doubt that it will be worthy of 
the object of their personal regard and proposed 
hospitality. 

There is good sense, as well as mere personal 
gratification, in such social reunions, “within the 
limits of becoming mirth.” The lines of conilicting 
politics are properly and gladly levelled on such 
occasions ; and, brought face to face at the table, 
man meets man on a new and neutral platform, as 
it were. The greatest of Irish orators, John Philpot 
Curran, who was himself the life, grace, and orna- 
ment of such occasions, truthfully as well as 
eloquently characterized them as “those happy 
meetings where the innocent enjoyment of social 
mirth became expanded into the nobler warmth of 
social virtue, and the horizon of the board became 
enlarged into the horizon of man, where the swell- 
ing heart conceived and communicated the pure 
and generous purpose.” Those who participated in 
the proceedings of Saturday evening will recognize 
the appropriateness to that occasion of the great 
orator’s words. 

One of the speakers, alluding to the declaration 
that ‘‘ George W. Childs might be called the George 
Peabody of America,” very correctly stated that his 
benevolence was far, very far, from being limited to 
such instances as the public at large cannot help 
becoming familiar with, on account of their munifi- 
cence. He is, as was forcibly said, “the type, the 
symbol, and the leader of charity” in this city ; and 
few can forget how liberally, on the occasion of a 
great disaster in his native Baltimore, he subscribed, 
without a moment’s delay, for the relief of the suf- 
ferers. We rejoice that Mr. Childs, in whom every 
journalist in this city takes a just pride, can afford 
the costly luxury of doing good, with a matchless

that of the Typographical Society. When we look 


. forward, in the anticipation of having such a beau- | 


tiful spot for our last resting-place in the bosom of 
our mother earth, it disarms death of many of its 
terrors. To the good printer it is thus disarmed of 
all its evils. 

It is scarcely necessary to ask who is Mr. George 
W. Childs. He came to this city a poor boy. By 
honest industry, by energy and enterprise, and, 
above all, by a God-fearing integrity and a bound- 
less liberality and charity, he has raised himself to 
eminence, to wealth, and to a world-wide reputa- | 
tion for all the virtues which ornament social life. 
Some men pursue military glory, and expend their 
time and energies in the subjugation of nations. 
Cesar and. Napoleon I. may be named as types of | 
this character. But the blood and tears which 
follow violence and wrong maculate the pages of 
history on which their glory is recorded. Others 
erect splendid palaces for kingly residences, and 
costly temples and edifices for the promotion of 
education and religion, in accordance with their 
particular views. But views of education and re- | 
ligion change, buildings waste away, and whole | 
cities, like Herculaneum and Pompeii, are buried | 
in the earth. Others, again, win public regard by 
the construction of means of communication for 
the furtherance of commerce. The canals, rail- | 
roads, and telegraphs are glorious specimens of | 
their useful exertions for the public good. But the | 
marts of commerce change. Tyre, and Sidon, and | 
Venice are no longer commercial centres. The | 
shores of the Pacific are even now starting on a | 
race against the great commercial emporium of | 
our continent. But Mr. Childs has planted him- | 
self in the human heart, and he will have his 
habitation there while man shall live upon earth. 
He has laid the foundation of his monument upon 
universal benevolence. Its superstructure is com- | 
posed of good and noble deeds. Its spire is the 
love of God, which ascends to heaven. Such a 
monument is indeed 

“* A pyramid so wide and high 
That Cheops stands in envy by.”’ 

We are indebted to the enterprise of Mr. Childs, 
as a publisher, for “Dr. Kane’s Arctic Explora-

But the crowning glory of Mr. Childs, as a pub- 
lisher, is the Publie Ledger. It is conducted upon 
the principles of impartial justice. No party influ- 
ence can lead it from the truth. No money temp- 
tation can move it from the sound doctrines of 
morality in its advertising department. No per- 
sonal considerations of friendship or enmity can 
induce it to deal in unjust personalities. It is al- 
ways valuable for its useful, extensive, and reliable 
information. While we have such papers as the 
Ledger, and such controlling proprietors as Mr. 
Childs at the head of them, we may all rejoice at 
our constitutional provision that “the printing 
presses shall be free””—that “no law shall ever 
be made” to impair their liberty—that “ every 
citizen may freely speak, write, and print on any 
subject, being responsible for the abuse of that 
liberty.” The great pen, which answers as a 
weather-vane tothe magnificent Ledger building, 
indicates that the Ledger is independent—that it 
knows and supports the interests of all, North, 
South, East and West—that from whatever quar- 
ter the blasts of error may come, the powerful pen 
of the Ledger stands ready to meet and oppose 


|them. It plainly says :— 


Thy spirit, Independence, let me share, 
Lord of the lion heart and eagle eye; 
Thy steps I follow with my bosom bare, 
Nor heed the storms that howl along the sky. 

I have not enumerated the numerous private en- 
terprises and charities of Mr. Childs. The great 
and magnificent building which he erected for the 
Ledger, at the cost of half a million of dollars, as 
a newspaper establishment, is unparalleled in the 
world. But he could not erect this building with- 
out providing that the press room, the composing 
room, the reporters’ rooms, and every other room 
where his employés were engaged, should be care- 
fully heated, ventilated and lighted, so that all 
should be comfortable in their employment, and 
enjoy good health in their industry. Even the 
outside corners of his splendid building could not 
be constructed without bringing to the large heart 
of Mr. Childs the wants of the weary wayfarer on 
a hot summer’s day; and therefore it was that 
each corner is provided with a marble fountain 
and a coil of pipe, to furnish a cup of cold water 
to every one who is thirsty. Mr. Childs provides 
for the comfort and health of his employés during 
life. He secures an insurance on their lives for 
the benefit of their families after death. And 
even then he does not desert them. He provides 
this beautiful and magnificent burial lot for the 
repose of their lifeless bodies forever. Such a 
man surely deserves the love and gratitude of his 
fellow-creatures on earth, and the biessings of his 
Creator in the world to come. 

In selecting the Philadelphia Typographical So- 
ciety as the recipient of his kindness on the present 
occasion, he has not been unmindful of the great 
merits of “the art preservative of all arts.” Al- 
though he gave Dr. Kane seventy thousand dollars 
for his labors as an author, he is not forgetful of the

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Sm: As the representative of the Philadelphia 
Typographical Society, it is with grateful emotions 
that I receive at your hands this evidence of good- 
will and large-hearted generosity upon the part of 
one of Philadelphia’s most eminent publishers. 
And in the few remarks I may make I shall en- 
deavor to show that our Society is not an unworthy 
recipient of the “ deed” which has been placed in 
my possession. 

The Typographical Society was chartered Janu- 
ary 1, 1831, and therefore has nearly completed its 
thirty-eighth year of existence. It is purely bene- 
ficial in its organization. To attend to the sick, to 
bury the dead, to relieve the destitution of the 
widows and the fatherless, is its mission ; and the 
minutes of its proceedings will bear testimony how 
faithfully those duties have been performed. But, 
while pursuing the even tenor of our way, con- 
scious that our monthly contribution to a common 
fund was bearing golden fruit, it has always been 
a source of pride and satisfaction to its members to 
realize the fact that their benevolent efforts have 
been appreciated, and not unfrequently sustained 
by the leading men connected with the printing 
business in this city. When an association can 
show on its list of honorary members such names 
as Adam Ramage, Judge Bouvier, Mathew Carey, 
John C. Clark, Isaac Ashmead, Richard Ronaldson, 
Louis A. Godey, Lawrence Johnson, Morton Mc- 
Michael, John W. Forney, and last, though not 
least, George W. Childs, it appears to be self-evi- 
dent that we are engaged in a work which not only 
elicits the sympathy, but commands the respect, of 
our fellow-man. 

This free-will offering, as I understand it, while 
made to the Philadelphia Typographical Society, is 
intended, under its management, to be for the bene- 
fit of the craft generally. In the early days of the 
Society, Mr. Richard Ronaldson presented us with 
a lot in what is known as Ronaldson’s Cemetery, 
but that has long since contained its quantum of 
humanity. We are also the owners of a very neat 
lot in Monument Cemetery. Thus it will be seen 
that the same philanthropic spirit which insures us 
the possession of this ground, appears to have ani- 
miated—though in a less degree—some of those 
who, in former years, were prominent in the pro- 
fession. But, sir, it seems to have been reserved 
for this hour to witness the consummation of an idea 
ennobling in its conception, and one which will 
prove a blessing in its benefits—for, by an expen- 
diture of some eight thousand dollars, a deed has 
been drawn in our favor which places at our dis- 
posal one of the most beautiful burial lots, perhaps, 
in Philadelphia, improved in the highest style of 
art, and of capacity sufficient to meet the wants of 
the Society for years to come. All honor, then, I 
say, to Mr. George W. Childs, who while blessed 
with life and health, and having the will and pos- 
sessing the means, sees that the generous impulses 
of his heart are properly executed, rather than 
leave their fulfilment to the tardy movements of 
those who may be named as the executors of his 
last will and testament. 

This gift, sir, 1 am satisfied, will be beneficial to 
the craft. While it is true, perhaps, that many of | 
our members are owners of lots which have been 
beautified and adorned as final resting-places fur 
themselves and those near and dear to them, it is 
quite certain that we have in our midst those who 
may not have been so careful of the future. And 
when with one of those

ed as it is by pleasant walks and waving trees ; by 
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the beauteous flower and trailing vine which the 
season may develop; by the many elegant tokens 
reared to perpetuate the memory of the departed— 
all tending to render this “city of the dead” a place 
of pleasant resort for the living—then, sir, in that 
hour will the true value of this noble gift be real- 
ized, and the benevolence of the generous donor 
justly appreciated. 

In conclusion, sir, allow me, through you, to ten- 
der to Mr. Childs the sincere and heartfelt thanks 
of the Philadelphia Typographical Society for this 
munificent donation. 

At the conclusion of his remarks, the President 
announced that a special meeting of the Society 
would now be held, when Mr. Evcene H. Munpay 
stepped forward, and in a most impressive manner 
said :— 

Mr. Presipent: Several members of the Society 
have thought that it would be gratifying to all of 
us here present, fully satisfied as we are with the 
remarks you have just made on our behalf, to have 
an opportunity of uniting our voices in thanks to 
Mr. Childs for his generous benefaction to our craft ; 
and for this purpose, as I understand, this special 
meeting has been convened on this consecrated 
ground. 

At your request, sir, I have prepared a few brief 
resolutions, which I hope will in substance, if not 
exactly in terms, meet the approval of my fellow- 
members. 

Before presenting them, however, I trust that I 
may be permitted to say—as a printer and as a 
Philadelphian—that I feel proud that my native 
city may now boast of a cemetery so large and 
beautiful as this, specially consecrated as the final 
resting-place of my craftsmen. I must own, sir, 
that my local pride is somewhat dashed when I 
remember that I cannot claim the public-spirited 
donor of this ground as also a Philadelphian by 
birth. But it is here that he has his home; here 
that he has won his high position; here that he 
has achieved his triumphs; here, mainly, I be- 
lieve, that the goodness of his heart has been mani- 
fested. And it is here, too, when his work is done, 
and he shall be taken to his eternal rest, that his 
earthly tabernacle shall be folded and laid beneath 
the flowering sward. Long and late may that be! 
When it must be, affection and gratitude may rear 
a stately mausolenm on the sacred spot, to com- 
memorate and record his virtues and his deeds. 
But to my mind he will have no nobler, no fitter 
memorial than the lowly, silent mounds that shall 
here blossom over the graves of those who—at 
however great a distance—are his fellow-workers 
in the broad field of letters. This “God’s Acre’’ 
will be his proudest monument. 

I now offer the following preamble and resolu- 
tions : 

Prixters’ Cemetery, Woop.anps, 
Puivapecpeata, Oct, 17, 1868. 

Wuereas, Mr. George W. Childs, proprietor of 
the Public Ledger, and an honorary member of the 
Philadelphia Typographical Society, has this day 
transferred to us, by deed, a large, valuable, and 
highly improved piece of ground, to be hereafter 
known as the “ Philadelphia Printers’ Cemetery,”’ 
and to be held by this Society in trust as a burial- 
ground for any printer whose family or friends 
may need that he be here interred ; 

Ayp Wuereas, It seems proper that this Society, 
as a body, should express its sense of obligation on 
the ground consecrated to this sacred purpose: 
Therefore, 

Be it Resolved by the Philadelphia Typographical 
Society, in special meeting here assembled, That our 
warmest thanks are due, and are hereby tendered, 
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to Mr. George W. Childs for his munificent gift to 
the family of printers, which we recognize as one 
of the many evidences of his judicious and prince- 
ly generosity. 

And Resolved, That in accepting the trust he re- 


poses in this Society, we pledge ourselves carefully | 


to observe its provisions, so that his liberal pur- 
poses may be most fully accomplished. 

Be it further Resolved, That this cemetery shall | 
be under the special care of the President, Secre- | 
tary, and Stewards of the Society, who are ‘hereby 
charged and empowered to see that it be kept in | 
the same perfect order in which we now receive it. 

Resolved, That a copy of the minutes of this | 
meeting, suitably engrossed and signed by the offi- 
cers of the Society, be presented to Mr. Childs, as 

a slight memento of our grateful appreciation aud 
thankful acceptance of his most generous gift to | 
the Typographical fraternity.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, August 7, 1868. 
Great complaint of the scarcity of authors is 
made. This may seem strange to dabblers in ink 
who find publishers much rarer than black swans. 
They are ignorant how much art lies in writing. 
Among all the quill-drivers who dub themselves 
literary men, there are very few indeed at the pains 


necessary to express their ideas clearly, and in a} 


manner to give pleasure to the reader. There are 
still fewer who have analyzed the sources from 
which this pleasure flows. Moreover, the require- 
ments of modern life have enlarged so far beyond 


our fathers’ wants, the majority of authors seek | 


rather large gains than lasting fame—which in- 
deed is found by so few of them who seek it! 
The newspaper and the periodical supply this in- 
come. Six hundred pages in either of these will 
bring in three thousand dollars a year, which is an 
amount of money few books bring to their authors. 
Another reason is the absence of liberty. When 
the restraints society throws around its individual 
members are built on law, and are constantly open 
to examination by discussion, and are to be changed 
—not by brute force, but—only by the persuasion 
of reason, the whole intellect of a nation is quick- 
ened. As though determined to merit the pre-emi- 
nence over arms which has been given it, all its 
strength is put forth; it vindicates its lofty station 
by appearing in all its colors. When a nation in- 
trusts its security and its prosperity to the intel- 
lect—and not to the sword—all branches of litera- 
ture flourish ; statesmen, by superior reason en- 
forced with eloquence, win consent to the measures 
they have conceived ; while the novelist, the poet, 


and the historian, stimulated by the intellectual |

The English version will be made by Wm. Young, 
Esq. (formerly of the “Albion” newspaper), an ac- 
complished French scholar, and a corps of assist- 
ants, and will bear the title, “ By the King’s Com- 
mand.’’ The inception of this romance is said to 
date back to over tweuty years ago. During that 
period it has received those patient, loving touches 
which M. Hugo is known to bestow upon his crea- 
tions, at last reluctantly letting them go out to the 
world. The scene of the story is England. The 
author, having lived under English institutions, 
and specially studied English history and manners 
during his exile in the Isle of Jersey, seems to pos- 
sess remarkable qualifications for writing a tale of 
English life, past or present.

He 
thinks, and many will agree with him, that while 
the evils of paper money are upon us we can only 
avert their devastating influence by a careful con- 
sideration and observance of the laws of political 
economy. He writes with force and boldness, and 
points out many things in the financial condition of 
the country which he maintains should be rectified.
